SCIENTIFIC 


DECIMAL TJHITS. 


As the Metric System of Weights ant 


Measures grows in universal favor, the 
need of a uniform decimal currency anc 
of a decimal system of time measurement 
is becoming generally felt. Most coun- 
tries already possess some form oi 
decimal money, and even England is 
Valiing np to the advantages of decimal 
units. A recent scheme for decimaliz- 
ing the pound sterling was well sup- 
ported, the plan being to adopt the mill 
as the unit and divide the sovereign into 
1,000 mills, thus making the half-sover- 
eign equil 500 mills, the crown 250, 
the uoubla florin 200, the half-crown 125, 
the florin 100, the shilling 50, and the 
sixpence 25. In Wiesbaden a step in 
decimal time-keeping has been taken. 
A now clock divides the day into 10 
hours, the hour into 10 decades, the 
decade into 10 minutes, the minute into 
ten seconds, and the second into 10 rays. 
Similar units take the 
place of tho 


usual degrees, minutes and seconds in 
the division of the circle. 


PNEUMONIA EXPLAINED. 


It is generally supposed that pneu- 


monia is due to the aooiden tal penetra- 
tion of epeeific microbes into the SFF. 
tero, buttheobs%rvations of M, Jaccoud, 
a French student of the subject, show 
that the disease really results from the 
development under favorable conditions 
of microbio germs permanently present 
in the system. A chief condition of 
such development is a sudden chill, 
which explains the frequent coincidence 
of lung affections with abrupt changes 
of temperature. 


A DEVELOPING ABT. 


Probably no application of science is 


advancing more rapidly than photogra- 
phy. 
Among recent appliances is> a 


detective camera in the form of a w.itoh, 
with a charm to hold a supply of minia- 
ture dry-pinion, and a telescopic camera 
in whk-u distant objects are brought^ 
near, by telescopic aid, and photo- 
graphed. Modern dry-plates have made 
the camera quite available at night, nnd 
exquisite pictures are now taken by 
moonlight and e»en by starlight.

according to Prof. A. S. Paokaid, com- 
prise a total of 172 species of blind 
creatures, nearly all of which are mostly 
white in color, 


TEiCINQ THE CIRCULATION. , 


Starting with the idea that the baud 


varies sensibly iu size with the amount 
of blood present in it at any moment, 
Prof. Mosso, the Italian physiologist, 
ias made some most interesting invest- 
igations, la his first experiments the 
hand was placed in a closed vessel of 
water, when the change in the circnla- 
ion produced by the slightest action of 
aody or brain, the smallest thought or 
movement, was shown by a rise or fall 
n the liquid in the narrow neck of the 
vessel. With a large balance on which 
;he horizontal human body may be 
poised, he has found that one's thoughts 
may be literally weighed, and that even 
dreams or the effect of n slight sound 
during slumber, turns the blood to the 
arain sufficiently to sink the balance at 
the head. When the brain of the bal- 
anced person is relaxing from thought 
the flow is toward the feet, with a cor- 
responding oscillation. The investiga- 
;or has continued his studies of the cir- 
culation until it seems that he may al- 
most read one's thoughts and seiisa- 
ions. A tracing from a single pulse- 
}eat shows him whether a person is 
'asting or not; two beats serve to deter- 
mine whether the subject is a thinking 
or a heedless one, whether asleep or 
awake, cold or warm, agitated or calm. 
The changing pulse even told him when 
a professional friend was reading Italian 
and when Greek, the greater effort for 
the latter duly affecting the blood-flow. 


WOEK OF FIVE TEARS. 


Prof. J. A, Fleming, the English elec- 


trician, shows that in 1882 an electric 
dynamo for 1,200 lights weighed 44,820 
jounds, the armature weighed 9,800 
>ounds, the space occupied was 320 
cubio feet, the horse-power required 
was 155, and the commercial efficiency 
was 67 per cent. The 1887 machine, 
with an armatareof 1,538 pounds, weighs 
11,760 pounds, occupies about 180 cubic 
eet, requires about 112 horse-power, 
and has a commercial efficiency of over 
90 por cent. A given current costs one- 
'ourth as much as in 1882. 


A CUBIOUS DISCOVEEY. 


In the tartar of teeth from skeletons 


of the stone age, Mr. Charters White, of 
.he Odontological Society 
of Great 


Britain, has found specimens of the 
food eaten by our prehistoric ancestors 
300Q years or more ago. The fragments 
identified include portions or corn husks, 
spiral vessels from vegetables, starch 
husks, fruit cells, the point of a fish's 
tooth, and bits -of wool, feathers and 
cartilage,

Au Entire .Blocli fa Weeded. 


The commissioners appointed by the 


President to select a site for a new post- 
office building in San Francisco have 
forwarded the following report to the 
Secretary of the Treasury. It is a doc- 
ument which will be read with consid- 
erable interest by the citizens of the 
coast: 
PUBLIC BUILDING SITE COMMISSION, 
j 


SAN FBANCISCO, NOT. 26, 1887.) 


To toe Secretary of the Treasury: 


The commissioners for selecting a site 


for a public building at San Francisco 
under the Act of Congress of March, 
1887, respectfully make the following 
report: That in view of the present nnd 
future importance of San Francisco, ns 
shown by the fact that in population it 
ranks as the tenth among American 
cities, as the fourth in the amount ui 
business transacted through its post- 
office and third as to the value of its im- 
portations and the revenue collected at 
its Custom Hou""e, it would seem to be 
wise and prudent on the part of the 
Government to make, as soon as possi- 
ble, sufficient provision of ground, for 
buildings in which to carry on the pub- 
lic business. 


That the premises now occupied by 


the Custom House, the Postoffice and 
the Internal Revenue Department and 
the Federal Courts do not afford more 
room than is needed to fairly nnd con- 
veniently accommodate the custom ser- 
vice alone. 


That the business of the Pension Of- 


fice is now carried on upon the fourth 
floor of a piivnte building, fot which 
high rent is paid; that tho room is UD- 
sufficient and the location inconvenient. 


That the building occupied by the 


Sub-Treasury is altogether insufficient 
in capacity to properly transact the bus- 
iness of the Department. That it is 
not only tooj small for tbe purpose, but 
at the same time covers the entire sur- 
face of the lot upon which it is situated, 
its outer walls, if not its very vaxilts, 
abutting upon 
private property and 


against the walls of private buildings, 
in such manner as to subject the Gov- 
ernment funds deposited there to ex- 
cpptional risk from criminal operations 
and that the size of the lot places this 
fault beyond remedy. 


That tbe growth of the city within the 


last few years has changed the centres 
of business so ns to leave the present 
Government bnilcling in a location most 
inconvenient for any purpose except 
that of a Custom House, if it be even 
3e well situated for that. 


It is the opinion of the Commissioners 


Shat the Postoffiee, tbe sub-Treasury, 
;he Federal Courts, the Pension Office, 
certainly, and ihe Internal Revenue 
ansinesa, probably, should be provided 
or in tha building under consideration. 


That the new building should be lo- 


cated near the present business center 
of the city, and should be as nearly as 
possible surrounded on all its four sides 
jy public streets. 


That a suitable buildiag site for gtuch 
structure as tho Government laeeds 


should contain an area of not less than 
rom 90,000 to 120,000 superficial feel. 


The Commissioners have further to 


report that they have industriously nnd 
faithfully, by all reasonable and proper 
moans, endeavored tn find and procure 
'or the Government suoh a site at a 
price within the amount of money ap- 
propriated and allowed for that purpose 
>y said Act of Congress, but that not- 
withstanding their said efforts they have 
>een unsuccessful and are likely to re- 
main so, and that, in their opinion no 
suitable site can be found for said sum 
(viz.: $350,000). 


In conclusion the Commissioners beg 


eave to suggest to tbe Secretary of the 
Treasury that, believing as we do, that 
the needs and purposes of the Govern- 
ment will require an area of land ap- 
proximating that which we have named, 
ind in a locality convenient to the busi- 
ness centres of tbe city,»our inquiry has 
ed us to the opinion, and our observa- 
ion and experience have confirmed us 
n the opinion, that to purchase the 
same in a convenient, suitable and satis- 
factory situation will require an, addi- 
tion of $500,000 to the appropriation 
named in the Act of Congress, so as to 
make the fund in the aggregate—say 
$850,000, 


If this view meets with your approba- 


.ion, 
and yon think the Department 


will be aided in presenting the matter 
to Congress, by having a concrete prop- 
osition before it we ask for instructions 
as to whether we shall proceed to secure 
suoh location, report it, with exact price 
and details to tbe revisory authority 
appointed under the law under which 
we 
are working, and, if approved 


thereby, take an option of purchase by 
he Government, contingent upon an 
appropriation sufficient to mset its as- 
certained cost.
